Lenin 
was & man of personal charm, who could 
be rough and hard when occasion needed 
it, but who preferred as a rule to speak 
softly, . Stalin is rough, blustering . and 
impetuous, In Czarist days the lice 
described him, then ao political prisoner 
in the Caucasus, as ‘' rough, insolent and 
disrespectful.of authority.”

As Revolutionary. 

Who is this man? What is his record? 
What does his past promise for the future 
of Russia? A rough young Revolutionist, 
he took part in the fierce fighting that 

fr the Caucasus in 1905, follow: 
ing “ Bloody Sunday "’ in St. Petersburg. 
Then. came months in prison and years 
a3 a revolutionary organiser. When suc- 
cess came to- the Communists in the 
autumn of 1917, Stalin was an efficient 
nnd active official, not in the front ranks 
with the giants, like Lenin, Trotzky, and 
Zinoviev, but close behind. ee 

He made a big success of his first great 
administrative post, that of Commissar 
for the Quter Nationalities. . When: the 
Communists took .control of Russia they 
declared as part of their programme the 
policy of the right to self-determination 
for the different nationalities forming the 
old Russian ire. : But when they 
come to build up new Russia, they found 
that it would be disastrous’ to ‘allow the 
small and large to set up 
as independent States. The Kerelians 
might have declared themselves free, the 
Ukrainians set up their Republic, and 
even the Oriads, on the Mongolian , bor-, 
der, their own State, ~ Some of these 
nationalities wished’ to do 50. 


The Outer "Nationalities. 


On Stalin fell the work of keeping 
these peoples within the Republic by 
goodwill, not force. Except in the case 
of his own race, the Georgians, he suc- 
ceeded” in a very clever and .statesman- 
like way.. ‘The different races were graont- 
ed internal autonomy, " gometimes—it -is 
true-—more’.or less nominal. They were 
even allowed, if ‘they chose, not to adopt 

i But, at the same time, 
Stalin constructed the machine that kept 
them inside the Soviet Republic, and 
the Moscow authori- 
ties eupreme contro] of their affairs and 
of their material resources. He did it, 
too—ngain with the very notable excep- 
tion of Georgia—with the Co-operation 
and, goodwill of the peoples themselves. 
Small nationalities that had fought for 
‘generations against: Czarism, even tho 
it largely lef them alone, now submittéd 
willingly to the. Stalin system, even 
though Communist Commissars sat daily 
at their elbows, “The organisation of the 
Outer Nationalities is, one of the most 
successful bits of statesmanship the 
Bolshevists have done.

» Stelin next came prominently before 
the world by his management of the 
Russian Communist Party of which. he 
was "secretary. This party, ..o5 ‘all the 
world knows, controls the Government of 
Russia. While nominally democratic, it 
becxme under Stal'n jucreasingly.bureau- 
cratic.
